to his departure for Peking, thought 
fit to exercise his prerogative of 
mercy.in a few special cases refer- 
ring to éertain prisoners in Victoria 
Gaol, whose release was ordered, al- 
though their terms of imprisonment, 
according to, the sentences imposed 
_by the judges, had not expired. We 
feel convinced that there-are few re- 
sidents in Hongkong so completely 
lost to allsense of common humanity, 
so dead to that feeling of pity which 
true hearts instinctively fecl towards 
eur erring brethren, and so thorough- 
ly bigotted and prejudiced against 
Sir John Hennessy, as to blame His 
Excellency for exercising that virtue 
of which it is said :— 
“Tt droppoth a3 the gentle rain from heaven 
Upon the place boncath ; it is tice blessod ; 
It blesseth him that gives, and him that takes ; 


‘9 ig mightiest in the mighty: it becomes 
The thronéd monarch better than his crown.” 


Our evening contemporary, the 
China Mail, the special organ of 
the missionaries, apparently knows 
nothing, and cares still ;1ess for 
the “quality of mercy.” . On the 
16th instant, having no other op- 
portunity available of “ going for” 
our absent Governor, the evening 
print eagerly seizes hold of His Ex- 
cellency’s action in ordering the 
yelease of four or five prisoners whose 
sentences had not expired, and en- 


deavours to show.to the public that 


such. leniency was tot merely mis- 
placed and uncalled for, but. was 


highly reprehensible from other | 


oints of view. We desire‘to deal 
with the utmost fairness towards our 
contemporary in discussing . this 


business, which involves questions of. 


great public importance, so think it

makes against the Governor, leaving

‘clusions after ‘nating our arguments

the Colony should not be brought into 
contempt ‘by such fantastic tricks, and 
that the gontences of the Supremo Court 
should not be reduced from «a grave reality 
to the prisoners and a terror to evil-doers 
in general, to the lovel of «a miscrable 
faree to these sentenved, nud a Inughing- 
stock to all sensible men. ‘hat our readers 
may judge of the cases themselves, we 
givo the prisoner's names, 

We will take the prisoners and 
their offences in the same order as 
they are taken by our contemporary, 
and Wé hope to prove to the satisfac- 
tion of our readers and-the public 
genorally that His Excellency’s cle- 
mency towards the'whole of the men 
released: was in every instance more 
than justified, and that the China 
Mail’s charges are frivolous and con- 
temptible. 

On the 19th February 1880, W. 
Donnelly and J. Dogherty, privates 
in the Inniskillings, were eonvicted 
at the Criminal Sessions, before the 
Acting Puisne Judge (Mr J. J. Fran- 
| cis) of having stolen with violence a 
ten dollar note from a Chinaman 
named Ma Mun. On’ the evidence 
produced there could be no doubt 
that the two soldiers had knocked 
the Chinaman down, and robbed him 
of the above named sum, and they 
were accurdingly found guilty, and 


tion recorded against them, seatencad 
to-seven years, (the Ching Alatl says 
ten years) penal servitude. Now, 
with ail due respect to Mr. Francis, 
who proved himself pre-eminently 


bench by his practical judgments in 
most of the cases which came before 
him, we cannot refrain from express- 
ing our opinion ‘that seven’ years 
penal servitude for such ‘an offence 
was simply monstrous under the: cir- 
cumstances. We have seirched | 
through records of criminal proceed- 
ings at the Old Bailey, and other 
courts at home, extending over many 
years, but such a sentence fora crime 
of this character-has never been re- 
corded in modern times. Well might 
Sir John Smale advise Mr, Francis 
that such a sentence for a first offence 
was not warranted by the practice of 
the courts here, or in ‘England, and 
after such advice ‘the Acting Judge 
had no altenative but to officially } 
recommend to the Governor a re- 
mission of a povtion of cach sentence, 
conditional upon the good conduct 
of the men in prison. The men, it 
appears, have conducted themselves 
while in gaol in a most exemplary 
fashion, so His Excellency, acting. 
on the Judge’s recommendation, re- 
Teased them after they had served 
about 18 months. Privates Donnelly 
and Dogherty are without doubt a 
brace of precious’ blackguards, who 
disgrace the regiment and the pro- 
fession they beloag to, su that it is 
no feeling of sympathy with such 
scamps which induces us to say a 
word in their favor. As a matter of 
justice, however, we put it plainly to 
the community whether these two 
men, whose. offence merited at the 
outside twelve months hard labour, 
should have been- permitted to lan- 
guish for seven lung years in Victoria 
Gaol to please the China Mail, and 
because Mr. J. J. Francis made a 
conscientious but, most egregions 
mistake! We think the Governor's 
act in releasing these men will com- 
mend itself to all lovers of justice: 
and fair play. : 

The’ second case. quoted by the 
China Mail demands, after the letter 
from Mr, Francis on the subject 
(vide the: Mail of thé 21st) bat a few 
words.’ .. Three. Ghinamen_were con- 
victed on Feb. 20th, 1880, of robbery 
with violence, in’ so far, as they 
entered a house at West,.Point, arm- 
ed-with knives, seized a woman who 
resided there, forcibly held her by 
the throat, and ransacked the place 
of $50 in money; and :all her valu: 
‘ables.. The firat prisoner waa found 
guilty unanimously, the second and 
third by'a majority of 4 to 3, and 
tho whole three were sentenced to 
seven years’ penal servitude. ' HB. 
the Governor tecontly released the 
gecoud and third prisoners, Now in

| ofa jury is not to be allowed to suffer the 


‘the. first place, admitting that the 
crime was a serious. one, it must be 
patent to. everyone who reads crimi- 
nal proceedings in ome papers, that 
seven years’ penal servitude, was an 
extraordinarily severe sentence, one 
in fact that we can see no possible 
justification for. Tn the second place, 
Mr. Francis, who tried the case, pub- 
licly states that he did uot approve | 
of the verdict of the jury so far as 
the second and. third prisoners were 
concerned, and. that he afterwards 
upon considering the whole case, 
came to the conclusidn that the men 
had been unjustly convicted, reported 
the matter to the Governor, and 
strongly: urged that the men should 
‘be at once. pardoned. With Mr. 
Francis, we consider that these men 
have good cause for complaint at the 
somewhat tardy recognition of their 
innocence by the Governor, and we | 
are disposed in this caso to think 
that His Excellency deserves censure 
for so long neglecting such a recom- 
mendation as that sent in by the 
Judge who tried the case. We sub. 
mit, however, that the following ob- 
servations of the China Afail on the 
subject ave senseless and: altogether 
irrelevant :— . 
The second case of the Governor's 
foniency isnot so bad as the first, but it 
shéws a fatal cazerness to believe tho 
atorias told by the prjsonérs as against the 
evidence on which they are convicted, and 
to admit, than which nothing is more tho- 
| roughly opposed to the whole spirit of our 
‘ criminal law. nothing +more contrary’ to 
| coumori sense, that the principle that a 
man who is found goilty by the majority 


imprisonment le has been sontenecd to as 
fully as: the man who is found guilty 
unanimously by the jurors who try him. 

In the third case quoted, our con- | 
-temporary. actually does admit that 
a great wrong inflicted in the name | 
of “Justice? has.been righted by 
the ‘interposition of Governor Hen- 
nessy. The casc of Peter Ilardy, a | 
young soldier who was convicted for | 
committing an offence which cannot | 
be named, and sentenced to three 
years’ imprisonment, by Chief Justice 
Sir Johu’ Smale, must still be fresh 
in the memory of our readers on ac- | 
count of the severity, justifiable seve- 
rity be it undérstood, of the learned 
judge in adding two years to the 
prisoner’s sentence for accusing one 
of the witnesses with having -per-. 
jared himself as he was leaving the 
dock. We did not approve of Sir | 
John Smale’s severity, although we 
must certainly say, and we were in 
court daring the proccedings, that 
the prisoner conducted himself in a | 
most unbecoming manner, and deli- 
berately told one of the witaesses 
that the next time he came there as 
a witness he hoped he would speak | 
the truth. Making every allowance 
for the prisoner, we gravely doubt | 
whether he did not get off much 
easier than his offence - warranted. 
However, he has been releasdd by 
the Governor’s order, and he may 
consider himself an exceedingly for- 
tunate man, 

The manly letter of Mr, Francis to 
the China Afail is deserving of com- 
mendation forthe evident desire ofthe 
writer to accept the whole responsi- 
bility ‘of the acts which our contem- 
porary thought fit to censure. We | 
have waited, for three days thinking 
that, after it had been plainly d2- 
monatrated that the accusations 
against’ the Governor were proved 
to be unwarranted, the. Mfadt, like 
a straightforward, honest: journal, 
would have’ withdrawn the charges, 
and acknowledged their error, but we 
have waited in vain. The subject. 
was. nevertheless of too importaat.a 
character to be permitted to pass by 
unnoticed, and in bringing it before 
our veaders’we leave them to decide 
who is in the right. | oo
